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COMMENTS ON STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Sir: 

Applicant is in receipt of a Notice of Allowance dated October 31, 2005, in the above- 
referenced application. The Issue Fee is due on or before January 31, 2006, and is being paid 
concurrently herewith. 

Applicant respectfully traverses the Reasons for Allowance set forth in the October 31, 
2005 Notice of Allowability on the grounds that while the Reasons state: 



(a) "There is no disclosure of the data from the camera setting a minimum 
aperture diameter or that the data from the camera sets a preset mode 
from a plurality of modes"; 

(b) "Parulski et al. fail to disclose that the controller sets a minimum 
aperture diameter and that information regarding the form of the image 
pickup device includes one of the information concerning pixel pitch, 
number of pixels, or an aperture value"; and 

(c) "No prior art discloses or makes obvious the combination taught in the 
current application where the data from the camera sets a minimum 
aperture diameter and sets a preset mode of operation from a plurality 
of operation modes", 

Claim 20 instead recites, inter alia , "wherein said controller changes a set value of said light 
quantity adjustment unit for a minimum aperture diameter of the aperture diameter in accordance 
with the information concerning the form of the image pickup device of the image pickup 
apparatus that is obtained by the transmission when the information concerning the image pickup 
mode obtained by the transmission represents a preset image pickup mode out of the plurality of 
image pickup modes".
